Adopted 1885

1. Committees of Examinations shall meet the classes on the day preceding the 
day appointed for the opening of the session of the Conference. 

2. Candidates for the Conference classes shall be marked on a scale of 100, which 
shall be the maximum, and 70 shall be the minimum and no person shall be advanced 
if conditioned in more than one study. 

3. Conference shall meet at 8:30 a.m. spend halfan hour in devotional exercises, 
the regular business session commencing promptly at 9:00 and closing at 11:45 a. m. 

4. Theregular Standing Committees shall be appointed at the morning session 
of the first day. 

5. The Presiding Elders shall bea Committee to nominate Standing Committees 

6. All motions must be reduced to writing at the request of theSecretary of the 
Conference or of the Presiding Officer. 

7. When a member wishes to speak he must arise and address the chair, but 
shall not proceed until he is properly recognized by the President. 

8 The President shall distinctly call the name of the member to whom he 
assigns the floor. 

9. Motions made and seconded, reports made and accepted, shall be deemed the 
property of the Conference, and cannot be withdrawn without the consent of the 
Conference. : 

10, All motions to lay on the table, to take from the table, to indefinitely post- 
pone, shall be taken without debate. 

i. The following motions may take precedence of the original motion and pre- 
cedence of each other in the order they arehere named: (1) To adjourntoa given 
time. (2) Toadjourn indefinitely. (3) Totake up the order of the day. (4) To lay 
on the table. (5) To move the previous question. (6) To postpone to a given time. 
(7) Torefertoa Committee. (8) Toamend. (9) To postpone indefinitely. 

12, Members shall not be interrupted while speaking, except by the President. 
or a member through the President. 

13. All questions of privilege must be decided by the President. 

14. No members shall speak on any questions more than once until all who wish 
have spoken. No member shall speak more than ten,minutes, except by permission 
of the Conference, Nor shallit be in order to move the previous question, nor to lay 
on the table at the close of aspeech in which the pending question has beeu discussed. 

15. The one who offers a motion or resolution may have five minutes to close the 
debate and this right slrall not be forfeited by a motion ordering the previous ques— 
tion or to lay on the table. 

16 Any person voting in the majority may move a reconsideration, but such 
motion shall not be debatable. 

17. All members are required to be present at the regular sessions of the Confer- 
ence. 


18. No one is allowed to vote outside the bar of the Conference. 

19, The yeas and nays may be taken on any motion on the call of one-third of 
the members present. 

20. Members are strictly forbidden to remain in the vestibule during the devo- 
tional exercises. 

21. All reports prepared for adoption shall be presented in duplicate, one copy of 
which shall besuitably written in ink for the printer, using one side of the paper. 

22. All persons desiring a change in their relations shall first be considered by the 
Committee on Conference Relations. 

23. Applications for admission on trial orinto full connection shall be considered 
with closed doors, and no one shall be admitted except by a two-thirds vote, and said 
session shall be held each day from 11 to 12 a. m. if found necessary,

Opening Service—Conference assembled in First Church, Pasa- 
dena, at 9 a.m. Presiding Elder S. A. Thomson had charge of the 
Opening Service. Bishop Luther B. Wilson in the chair. 

After the singing of Hymn 743, Wm. Sterling read a scripture 
lesson, and A. W. Adkinson led in prayer. The Communion vervice 
was conducted under the direction of the Presiding Elders. 


Roll Call—The roll of the Conference was called by BE. J. Inwood, 
Secretary of the previous session, and 136 members and probation- 
ers responded to their names, 

The Secretary announced the transfer to this Conference of 
C. V. Cowan from the Iowa Conference, and F. C. Buck from the 
Illinois Conference, and of W. S. German from this Conference to 
the Illinois Conference. 

The Conference stood while the Roll of its Honored Dead was 
called. 


Secretaries—On motion of W. A. Knighten, E. J. mmwood was 
re-elected Secretary, and nominated as his assistants, H. W. White, 
Geo. B. Cliff and F. G. H. Stevens. 


Statistical Secretary—J. M. Rich was nominated as Statistical 
Secretary. He declined the nomination and nominated Carl M. 
Ross, who was elected. He nominated as his assistants, J. M. 
Taylor, A. B. Embree, J. M. Baxter, C. B. Husted, O. W. Reinius 
and S. S. Sampson. 


Treasurer—F. D. Mather was re-elected Treasurer, and nomi- 
nated as his assistants, D. F. McCarty, John Nicholson, L. G. 
Spring, F. D. Ashleigh, J. C. Livingston, F. A. Zeigler, M. 8. Magee, 
H. K. Vann and Geo. Haffin 
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Railroad Secretary—W. F. Wenk was re-elected Railroad Sec- 
retary. 


Bar of Conference—The Bar of the Conference was fixed at the 
8th row of pews. 


Program—lIt was ordered that the printed program be the Official 
Program of the Conference. 


Rules of Order—The Rules of Order of the last session were 
re-adopted after being amended, by the Omission of rule 24, and 
by the addition to rule 14 of the following: “Nor shall it be in 
order to move the previous question, nor to move to lay on the 
table at the close of a speech in which the pending question has 
been discussed;” and the amendment of rule 15 by the addition of 
“and this right shall not be forfeited by a motion ordering the 
previous question, or to lay on the table.” 


Standing Committees—W. M. Sterling, on behalf of the Presiding 
Elders, nominated the standing committees (see list), and on mo- 
tion of the Conference they were confirmed. 


Aggressive Evangelism—On motion of E. J. Inwood, it was or- 
dered that a standing committee be appointed on Aggressive Evan- 
gelism, to consist of five members of this body, one from each 
district and one at large; they to select four laymen, one from 
each district. 


The name of H. H. Hunt was substituted for F. D. Ashleigh in 
the Committee on W. H. M. S. 


Conference Stewards—The following were elected Board of

Memorial Service—The Conference Memorial Service was held 


according to program; J. C. Healy, the chairman of the committee 
presiding.

B. S. Haywood led in prayer. A scripture lesson was read by N. J. 
Burton. The following memoirs were read: That of John Staf- 
ford, by Geo. F. Bovard; Wm. Pittenger, by F. D. Mather; Mrs. 
Robert Barton, by B. S. Haywood; Mrs. R. L. Bruce, by A. W. 
Bunker; and Mrs. R. S. Maclay, by Alex. Hardie. 
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Four brethren of the Pasadena District sang “Nearer My God to 
Thee,’ as sung at Dr. Stafford’s funeral. The closing prayer was 
offered by Geo. A. Hough. 


On motion of W. P. Ferguson, the memoirs were adopted as reaa 
and ordered printed in the minutes. 

Introductions—The Bishop introduced H. C. Jennings, D. D., of 
the Western Book Concern, and Robt. Forbes, D. D., Secretary 
Board of Church Extension, and they addressed the Conference. 


Order of the Day—On motion of E. A. Healy, the report of the 
Committee on Permanent Superannuate Fund was made the order 
of the day immediately after the reading of the minutes on Thurs- 
day. 


Adjournment—The committees were called, announcements were 
made, the Doxology was sung, and W. M. Sterling pronounced 
the benediction. 


Statistical Session—The Conference assembled at 1:30, Geo. F. 
Bovard in the chair. After singing and prayer, the roll of the 
Conference was called; the pastors present placed their reports 
in the hands of the Treasurer and the Statistical Secretary, and 
the Conference adjourned. 


Second Day, Thursday, September 22, 1904. 


Opening—The devotional exercises were in charge of Jos. H. 
Smith. 


Business session opened at 9 a. m. Bishop Wilson in the chair. 
The minutes of the last session were read and approved. 
Drafts—The Bishop presented the draft from the Book Concern 


of $1116.00, and from the Chartered Fund of $22.00. They were 
ordered paid to the Treasurer. 


Question XII] was called, “Was the Character of each Preacher 
examined?” 
2 FRESNO DISTRICT. 


J. B. Green, Presiding Elder, was called, his character passed, 
and he read his report as follows: 
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Fresno District was diminished in size one year ago, by the tak- 

ing away from it of eight charges. This diminished its financial 
strength and increased the feeling of isolation from the common 
interests of the Conference. 
. The lack of early rain last winter was a disaster to some parts 
of the work, especially on the coast, and the total collapse of the 
Raisin Association, and the consequent ruin of the market for the 
present crop has caused some hardships in the San Joaquin Valley 
appointments. 

In no case has there been a serious deficiency in salary, and 
nearly every charge has improved its property. Two new parson- 
ages and four new churches have been built, and another good 
church commenced. 

The Presiding Elder has been generously supported, and his work 
bas been made delightful by the kindly appreciation and prompt 
co-operation of the pastors and people. 

The brethren have all been loyal td the spirit of our church, and 
have diligently preached the Gospel. Nor can I speak too highly 
of the wives of our pastors and the children in their homes. 

The charges on and near the coast had a delightful year ot 
Christian work, under the respective pastors. The real life of the 
church has been conserved and developed. 

Santa Barbara continued its wise and generous movement towords 
paying its debt, and achieved success. One thousand dollars was 
recently forwarded to the Church Extension Board, that meeting 
the last dollar of indebtedness. Congregations, Sunday School 
and League have grown and are full of courage. Two hundred 
dollars was spent on needed repairs, and extensive addition repairs 
are under contemplation. The Assembly and camp meeting held 
at Arroya Grande, August 17th to 30th, presented a good program, 
was fairly well attended, and was profitable. The local church, 
under the leadership of its inspiring pastor, has been very faithful 
and generous in sustaining the assembly. 

We have several small, widely separated societies on the plains 
in northern San Luis Obispo County. They have for two years 
been under the care of Albert Ore. The Presbyterian Church oc- 
cupies the same territory, in about the same way. We have en- 
deavored to re-adjust our work with the Presbyterians, so as to 
diminish the amount of travel and expense of the pastors of both 
churches. If we can finally re-adjust this work it will be a valuable 
illustration of Christian fraternity and denomination comity. 

San Luis Obispo had an exceptionally pleasant and successful 
year, under the care of A. E. Johnson of the Ohio Conference. 
George B. Cliff closed his fourth, and in some respects his best, 
year in beautiful Paso Robles, and will report a Substantial in- 
crease in benevolent collections and a united and prosperous church. 
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“Lompoc was well served by Pastor J. M. Rich, and is a sub- 
stantial and productive charge. Bro. Rich has been threatened 
with a return of an old throat trouble, which will have to be con- 
sidered in his plans for the future. 

Santa Maria has never yet reached its highest possibility as a 
saving power, or in its contributions to connectional causes. Bro. 
Clague wrought well, excelling in patient and persistent attention 
to the details of pastoral duties. 

Our church at San Miguel has now no effective competition. 
The well-sustained work of the year just closed encourages us to 
hope for constantly better things in the future. 

Goleta reports an advance in every item of its report, its mis- 
sionary giving averaging $1.82 per member. 

Interior Charges: Porterville made satisfactory progress under 
M. S. Magee. Through the kindness of Bro. Magee and a faithful 
local preacher, A. N. Gray, I was able to care for what remains 
of the Plano Circuit, and by the generosity of these brethren was 
enabled to make Plano Circuit Missionary appropriation doubly 
effective, by aiding with it Fowler and Millwood Missions. 

Visalia has slowly advanced in its building project. Pastor 
Cc. A. Bunker has pressed the subscription and finally succeeded 
in having the parsonage removed to its new location, and the 
foundation of the new church put in. *The available resources 
for this work are: Cash on hand, $1500; good subscriptions, 
$4500. A wise fear of debt will prevent this work being rushed 
very rapidly. 

Tulare was blessed with some revival influence, and both col- 
lections and congregations were as large as for several years. The 
pastor and the estimable lady to whom he was recently weaded 
closed the year in that charge with a degree of vigor and hopeful- 
and acceptable worker. 

Kern is a railroad town, and subject to the vicissitudes which 
seem normal to a town largely supported by railroad interests. 
The pastor, in this, his first year with us, proved himself a diligent 
ness that promises well for the future. 

Hanford had a delightful and prosperous year under the admin- 
istration of W. C. Geyer. There will be some loss reported in 
membership, explained in part by the taking away of 35 members 
to constitute Kings River Society, but there is a sunstantial in- 
crease in benevolent collections. 

Kings River is one of Our newest charges. It was supplied by 
G. W. Marine. A goodly number of people were converted, and 
every interest of the church increased. Some progress was made 
at Laton, on this circuit, by way of gathering a small membership 

and good congregation. 

Grangeville was supplied by Ernest O. Harris of the Puget Sound 


“ 
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Conference. His success was excellent in number of conversions, 
extent of collections and increase of congregations. 

Tehachapi was supplied by C. C. Hyatt of Holston Conference. 
He gave the work faithful service, and had some degree of success. 

Kernville Circuit was supplied by B. F. Summers of the Nebraska 
Conference. With great ability and wise adaptation, this brother 
preached Christ to these mountain communities, and brings a report 
of good success. 

Traver—G. W. Leonard, Pastor, Delano, supplied by W. B. Snead 
of the Kentucky Conference. Waukena, supplied by W. G. Lope- 
man; all had faithful service of a high order, and with some degree 
of success. 

Sultana was an experiment. Pastor J. M. Richmond has found 
encouragement in a receptive community, and gives us hope that 
at an early day a church may be built. 

Reedley has had one of its best years under the pastorate of 
Thos. Hanna. 

Sanger Circuit also sends good reports. H. H. Hunt built up 
the societies at Sanger and Kutner, and has promptly embraced 
every missionary opportunity opened to him. 

Parlier Society, on the Sanger Circuit, is made up of two small 
country classes, who have combined in this new town. 

Easton rejoiced in the: able service of James Blackledge. The 
collections were good, and some souls were converted. 

Selma has again had prosperous times. The fervid evangelistic 
and missionary spirit of Pastor Taylor was heartily responded to. 
An excellent camp meeting, attended by Joseph Smith and C. B. 
Allen, was held last October with good results. 

Improvements—In addition to those mentioned above, improve- 
ments were made on various properties as follows: Lompoe ex- 
pended $250 on the church. Santa Rita removed the apparent 
effects of an earthquake occurring three years ago, by repairing the 
ceiling and walls of their little church. Arroyo Grande added an 
Epworth League and Prayer Meeting Room to the church and 
made some minor repairs to the parsonage, at a total cost of $800. 
San Luis Obispo repapered, painted, recarpeted and relighted the 
church at a cost of $425, which was all paid. Reedley paid $200 
on parsonage debt, painted the parsonage and built a good barn, 
spending thereon $200. Sanger made some slight repairs on their 
church. Farmersville added a bell-tower and good bell to their 
excellent property. BHaston expended about $150 on parsonage in 
improvements and furniture. Hanford made some needed expen- 
ditures on the parsonage, including a thorough repainting and some 
small improvements on the church, at a total cost of $308, and is 
now about completing an extensive change in the church auditor- 
ium and an addition. The total expense of over $1800 is provided 
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for. Porterville paid $395 on cost price of the lot for its newly 
chosen location, paid an old delinquent tax claim of nearly $60, 
and is caring well for all its property. Kern City added two rooms 
to the parsonage and otherwise improved it at a cost of $355, all 
of which was paid. Paso Robles expended $125 refinishing the 
inside of the church. Kings River Society built a good parsonage 
of five rooms, costing $1000, and paid for it, and spent $140 on 
church improvements. Kernville built a parsonage of five rooms 
at a cash outlay of $750. At smaller cost improvements were made at 
Tehachapi, Waukena, Tulare, Sanger, Santa Maria, Arroyo Grande 
and Estrella. 

Fresno—February 7, 1904, was a memorable day in the history 
of Fresno Methodism. The new First Church, costing nearly 
$18,000, was dedicated in the morning, and Epworth Chapel, cost- 
ing $1200, in the afternoon, both entirely paid for. Rev. Martin 
Miller, the honored father of the Fresno pastor, and the founder 
of the Fresno church, preached the morning sermon, and the Pre- 
siding Elder conducted the Ritual Ceremony in poth services. 
During the four years’ pastorate of George A. Miller our people 
have built and paid for three churches; the society has increased 
to 420 members; the-salary advanced to $1500 and parsonage; five 
Sunday Schools have been successfully conducted; the church has 
been unified, and has greatly advanced in spirituality of character 
and effectiveness of labor.. 

I profoundly regret Bro. Miller’s departure from our ranks, to 
take charge of our church in Manila, Philippine Islands. None but 
a Missionary call could have been imperative enough to win my 
consent to his going. Our prayers go with him and his lovely 
family. a 

Bakersfield—The new church at Bakersfield was formally opened 
for service by Bishop Warren on June 12, 1904. It is well con- 
structed, has ample and convenient Sunday School, Epworth League 
and Prayer Meeting accommodations. Every part of it, from foun- 
dation to finial, was determined by that over-seeing genius, Pastor 
Foster. The cost has been a little less than $17,000. Of this 
amount there has been actually paid about $¥000. Bro. Foster has 
been indefatigable in planning. To an unusual degree, the pastor’s 
capable wife has been helpful in the enetrprise. With this equip- 
ment for aggressive work, Bakersfield presents one of the best 
opportunities of this Conference, to any devout and capable man 
who may be sent as its pastor. 

One year ago H. C. Cooper was appointed to open a work among 
the colored people at Fowler. It seemed impossible to support the 
pastor, and foolish to attempt to build a church. But both things. 
were done. On March 6th a good church, well built, entirely fin- 
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ished, seated and lighted, 26x40 feet in size and costing, with the 
lots, about $1500, was dedicated free of debt. 

A mission was opened in the lumber camp of the Sanger Lumber 
Company, by H. H. Hunt, at Millwood and Converse Basin. A 
small chapel was erected at Converse Basin; a large tent was pro- 
cured and furnished for the occupancy of the workers, and Deacon- 
esses Miss Nelly Sanborn, Miss Jennie Draper and Mrs. Jennie 
Hanson were induced to undertake ‘the care of the mission work. 
Many sick and sinful were comforted; discouraged ones were 
strengthened; the ignorant were taught, and a number of penitents 
were genuinely converted. 

During the year we held a successful Epworth League Conven- 
tion at Tulare, and a fine W. H. M. 8S. Convention at Selma. I be- 
lieve that our Epworth Leagues and Sunday Schools are well or- 
ganized. 

Revival meetings were held in almost every charge, and in sev- 
eral cases were accompanied with marked manifestations of God’s 
presence and power. Rev. Tillman Hobson assisted several of 
the pastors in revival meetings, and had charge of the evangelistic 
services at the Arroyo Grande Camp-meeting. Rey. D. D. Benedict 
of the lowa Conference helped the pastors at Goleta, Visalia, Wau- 
kena and elsewhere. 

I am persuaded that our next great movement must ve a uni- 
versal revival. I trust that every man of us will rally to the lead- 
ership of our General Conference Evangeu.stic Commission, and 
follow more.closely the leadership of the Lord Jesus Christ, him- 
self, and will make the next year a memorable one for the number 
of men and women converted to God. 


LOS ANGELES DISTRICT. 


A. W. Adkinson was called, his character passed and he read the 
following report: 


By the formation of the Pasadena District one year ago, Los An- 
geles District lost 15 charges and about 3,000 members. By the 
creation of some new charges, however, there appeared on the list 
35 appointments with an aggregate of 6190 full members and 487 
probationers. One charge, Sawtelle, had been organized just a 
few weeks before conference, and three others—Alamitos, Euclid 
Heights and West Adams—existed in name only. 

Sawtelle was successfully served for the first six months by L. W. 
Wheatley and since May by D. B. Loofbourrow, a member of this 
conference. Through the kindness of the Rev. B. Hungerford, a 
superanuated member of the Illinois conference and residing at the 
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Soldiers’ Home, a comfortable home has been placed at the dis- 
posal of the church for a parsonage. 

Alamitos has been supplied by W. H. Plumb. A membership of 
60 has been gathered. A fine lot well located has been purchased 
and paid for at a cost of $1,000. 

Euclid Heights was assigned to Fred H. Ross, who had been ad- 
mitted to conference on the recommendation of the Boyle Heights 
quarterly conference. His friends of that great church rallied 
around him and on October 4th the presiding elaer preached the 
opening sermon in a comfortable tent which had been placed on the 
ground at a cost of $125, nearly all of which was provided for on 
that day. By the generosity and faith of an elect lady, Mrs. Fuller, 
who loaned the money, one of the finest church sites In all the city 
was secured, and a neat church worth about $2,000 erected and paia 
for. Bro. Ross has done a noble work. The pastor has been sick with 
typhoid fever since about August Ist, and though convalescent, is 
far from well. 

West Adams, P. H. Bodkin pastor, has become a reality. The 
Sunday school was organized October 1ith in Bishop Hamilton’s 
house, whicno was also the home of the pastor. Public worship was 
established in the same place. A portable church was shipped from 
Oakland and placed upon the church lots and formally opened Feb- 
ruary 14th by Bishop Hamilton. Under the inspiration of the 
opening day a large sum was pledged toward liquidating the debt 
in the church lot and $900 was pledged by Mr. F. H. Rindge to pay 
for the next portable church needed. 

Thus where there were at the beginning of the year four nominal 
appointments, there are four well organized and aggressive charges. 

Besides these two others have been organized. 

At La Park, just beyond the city limits on the Whittier electric 
line, the company gave us two fine lots for a church. A com- 
modious tent has been placed upon the lots and paid for. A neat 
parsonage has been erected upon which there will be a debt, but a 
subscription of more than $1,000 toward a church building has been 
secured. The charge has been supplied for the past seven months 
by W. F. Lusk. 

In March last there came a call to take up work at Cahuenga and 
on April 10th after some preliminary planning the first service 
was held. May 8th, through the generosity of the Westlake 
Church a capacious tent had been secured and was opened by 
Bishop Joyce. A fine Sabbath school has grown up. A splendid 
revival service conducted by Miss Dennis has recently been held, 
and the church is organized and ready for a pastor. 

Nine churches have been built or rebuilt during the year. 

Centennial Church, F. B. Cherrington, D. D., pastor, has been 
erected at a cost of about $9,000 and was dedicated by Bishop 
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Hamilton December 27th. A debt of about $5,000 rests upon it, but 
is so adjusted that it is not likely to prove a serious embarrassment. 

The re-building of Central Church, R. S. Fisher, pastor, had been 
carried well on to completion under the direction of the former pas- 
tor, the lamented John L. Stafford. The church was compieted and 
was formally opened November 22d, Dr. Stafford officiating. The 
building is a monument to the faith and heroism and selt-sacrifice of 
Dr. Stafford and an honor to his earnest helpers the people of Cen- 
tral Church. 

Central Avenue, C. J. Miller, pastor, has had the best year in its 
history. A splendid auditorium has been built at a cost of about 
$2,400. A neat parsonage has been built adjoining the church and 
is being paid for in installments. Tne church membership has in- 
creased 75 per. cent. 

Hamilton Church, Rev. C. V. Cowan, pastor, had expected to oc- 
cupy the chapel for some time. Almost at once, however, the 
chapel proved too small and the trustees decided that the only 
course open to them was to complete the building. It was dedi- 
cated March 6th, Lewis Curts, D. D., of Chicago, officiating. Over 
$6,000 was subscribed on dedication day. A debt of $5,000 is as yet 
unprovided for. The growth of Hamilton Church has been phenom- 
enal. The name appears on the list of appointments for the first 
time two years ago. J. L. Davis, a local preacher of Boyle Heights, 
organized the charge. 

Pico Heights, H. W. White, pastor, sold the old church and par- 
sonage, bought a corner on Fedora and 12th streets and erected a 
chapel at a cost of about $9,000 and a new parsonage at a cost of 
$1,000. Nearly all the indebtedness is provided for, 

The Spanish Mission Chapel on Bloom street was erected this 
year at a cost of about $1,000, and all the money has been con- 
tributed by friends of the mission except $250 donated by our 
Board of Church Extension. It constitutes a splendid home for our 
Spanish people. A. G. Lerma is the efficient pastor. 

Vincent Church, G. A. Hough, pastor, early in the year decided to 
build a new church. The trustees were delighted with the plans 
submitted by W. B. Bell, conterence evangelist, adopted them, and 
are more than pleased with the outcome. Vincent Church, by an 
expenditure of about $11,000 has become one of the best church 
buildings in the city. 

Prospect Park Church, W. A. Knighten, pastor, was fortunate in 
being able to exchange its building site for one larger and better lo- 
cated, and determined to enlarge the building. This was done at 
a cost of $4,300, most of which has been paid. The pastor who 
went to his work a year ago in feebleness of body, returns to us 
pare the sheaves he has gathered and rejoicing in vigorous 

ea 
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Ten church buildings have been dedicated this year and their 
combined value is not less than $80,000. 

Compton, I. L. Spencer, pastor, has had a successful year. Spe- 
cial meetings held proved a great blessing both in the quickened 
spiritual life of the church and in the conversion of sinners. 

Florence, S. W. Carnes, pastor, has repapered the church, has 
made needed repairs on the parsonage, and otherwise shown marks 
of progress at an outlay of $250. 

Gardena, T. S. Urenn, pastor, has built a commodious and modern 
parsonage worth $1,600. Bro. Urenn after 42 years of faithful and 
efficient ministry on two continents, asks because of broken health 
of himself and wife to be placed upon the supernumerary list and 
given a year of rest. 

Hynes, F. M. Warrington, pastor, has had a good year. The neat 
church building erected last year has been completed and dedicated 
free from debt. 

Long Beach, W. K. Beans, D. D., pastor, continues to grow with 
marvelous rapidity. It gave 30 members to form the nucleus of the 
Alamitos Park Church and still reports a net increase of 110. The 
man who gave last year $1 per day for missions went with the new 
church, but the missionary collection approximates $1200 or nearly 
$2 per member. Has paid $1,600 for improving property, $300 in 
debts and will soon wipe out another $1,000 on the old debt. 

Beth-El, J. P. Widney, M. D., pastor, continues to do a valuable 
work made possible by the self-sacrificing heroism of the pastor and 
a few faithful friends. 

Boyle Heights, W. P. Ferguson, pastor, has also had a great year. 
It gave up about 30 members to the Euclid Heights Church, but still 
reports a net increase of 125 full members and 30 probationers. The 
Sunday school ranks second in average attendance in the district. 

The Chinese Mission has been faithfully maintained, One mem- 
ber returned to China to establish a mission among his own peo- 
ple. 

Epworth, A. W. Bunker, pastor, has gone forward and done ex- 
cellent work in the face of discouragement. 

First Church. has had a remarkable year. The membership is in- 
creased 170 full members and 1 probationer. The old debt of some 
$11,000 has been paid with a surplus of $1,400. ‘The Sunday school 
has passed the 2,000 line. Miss Florence Archer has gone aS a mis- 
sionary to Borneo and her support is provided for by the Epworth 
League. David Pakchoyin, a local preacher and graduate of our 
University, returns to his native land, Armenia, to labor as a mis- 
sionary. 

Grace Church, D. F. McCarty, pastor, has had a prosperous year. 

Harmony, L. A. Rice, pastor, is preparing to enter an enlarged and 
promising field. A new site has been secured near the Huntington 
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car barns. It is planned to move the church to the new location. 

Haven Church, E. H. Fretz, pastor, after: the heroic financial work 
of last year, decided to postpone the erection of the auditorium. 
Bro. Fretz, after four years’ pastorate during the most critica! years 
of the church’s history, at the call of Bishop Harris goes to do his 
part in the Christianization of that splendid empire of Japan. 

Newman, T. C. Miller, pastor, has had a great year and comes to 
conference with splendid reports on all lines. 

Union Avenue, Frederick Miller, pastor, has been busy and suc- 
cessful. The year opened with a revival in which 15 were con- 
verted. One thousand dollars have been expended upon the 
church and parsonage property. 

University Church, E. A. Healy, pastor, goes steadily forward. In 
a large sense it is the most important charge in the conference, and 
it is nobly striving to measure up to its responsibilities. 

Wesley Chapel, G. R. Bryant, pastor, has had a great revival, 
75 having professed conversion. 

Westlake, John L. Pitner, D. D., pastor, assumed the burden of 
providing halls for the general courorenest and had a handsome sur- 
plus left to apply on the debt on the parsonage. The financial 
showing this year is a remarkable one. The pastor transmits to 
his successor a great church. 

Moneta, Charles Scott, pastor, is preparing to build a much 
needed church and has $1,000 in: sight. 

Ocean Park, W. C. Botkin, pastor, has gone steadily forward, in- 
creasing in strength and in numbers. Special attention has been 
given to the training of the boys and girls. ‘lhe Boys’ Success 
Club has erected a gymnasium at a cost of about $300. 

Redondo, H. K. Vann, pastor, has had an exceedingly prosperous 
year. A goodly number have been converted; the membership has 
been nearly doubled; the debt on the parsonage has been paid. 

San Pedro, Rev. Steed, pastor, is rapidly coming to the front. 
The parsonage debt has been nearly all paid; an Epworth League 
room worth $500 has been erected; the church has been re-seated. 

Santa Monica, F. G. H. Stevens, pastor, has had a year of pros- 
perity. Many of the young people of the Sabbath school have been 
converted. A much needed Sunday school room has been erected 
at a cost of $1,700. 

Viewing the district as a whole the year has not been one of great 
revival interest. However, much of the preliminary work has been 
done and the way should be open next year for a great ingathering. 
To your knees O Israel to plead for abundant showers. 

Our Long Beach camp meeting with Miss Dennis in charge of 
the evangelistic services was a time of special spiritual power. 

Our University starts out this year with a faculty better organ: 
ized and stronger, with better equipment, with a larger enrollment 
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of students, with a more enthusiastic college spirit. U. 8S. C. has 
passed the crisis in her life. 

A partial report from the pastors shows that the benevolent col- 
lections have been well met and the year closes grandly. 


BRPaD ENS DISTRICT. 


S. A. Thomson was called, his character passed and he presented 
his report as follows: 


The Pasadena District was formed at the conference one year 
ago and the Rev. John Stafford, D. D., appointed Presiding Elder. He 
entered upon his work hopefully and cheerfully, as he went around 
the district he made a great impression for good. He was regard: 
ed by the preachers and people as the right man for the office of 
Presiding Elder. He was a good preacher, in disposition he was 
kind and gentle, and this influenced the whole man. His conduct, 
his understanding, his piety, all were colored by it, just as a soft 
atmosphere affects with its own tender and tranquil character every 
object viewed through it. With his gentleness he had great firm- 
ness and unfailing courage. His piety was deep, it struck through 
and involved his whole nature. In administration he was careful 
and capable; it is not surprising that he was esteemed and loved 
by all who knew him. Having completed the first quarter’s work, 
he heard the the Master’s approving voice saying, “Well done, good 
and faithful servant; thou hast been faithful over a few things, | 
will make thee ruler over many things; enter thou into the joy of 
thy Lord.” 

Soon after the death of this royal man, Bishop Cranston called me 
from the superintendency of Arizona Mission and gave me super- 
vision of this district. We found the work in excellent condition 
and are thankful to the Great Head of the church and the noble 
men and women associated with us in this field of holy labor that 
we can report progress and prosperity. 

It is not our purpose to present a lengthy report giving minute 
details, but in a general way give you a survey of the field. 

New Work. We present to the conference three new charges, 
Glendale, Highland Park, Los Angeles, and Lake Avenue, Pasadena. 
The two latter were on the lists last year, but without organization, 

Glendale was formed from the Tropico charge soon after the 
close of the annual conference, and the Rev. C. R. Norton of the 
Towa conference appointed pastor. The charge has now a mem- 
bership of about 60 and a Sunday school of 75 and a good Hpworth 
League. Valuable property in a central location has been purchased 
and paid for. 
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In April, Rev. BH. O. McIntier was compelled by the altitude and 
climatic conditions of Prescott, Arizona, to give up his work there 
and come to the coast, and concluded to settle in Highland Park. 
As a faithful Methodist preacher he began to visit the community. 
In the course of a few weeks he reported he had found over 40 Meth- 
odists and desired to organize a church. Ina short time an organ- 
ization was effected, and lots purchased for a church at an expense 
of $2,150. The morning after the Organization was completed | 
reported the case to Mr. Frederick Rindge, who had said he would 
aid any new and struggling society within the city limits to pur- 
chase a portable church. He gave careful attention to my report 
and immeditaely gave me his check for $900. In less than a month 
the building was laid down on the lots, and in four days after the 
pastor preached in it. At the dedication a subscription of $1,500 
was taken to complete the payment of the lots. 

Lake Avenue, Pasadena. Sometime ago the First Church, Pasa- 
dena, purchased a neat chapel on Lake avenue near Colorado street, 
For more than a year a Sunday school and Other services were 
maintained. Last year regular preaching was sustained in con- 
nection with Lamanda Park, but no organization effected, the 
people interested thinking it inopportune. Last May the good peo- 
ple of the First Church concluded it was time to organize anu nold 
this territory for Methodism. They raised a subscription to sup- 
port a preacher for two years. In four weeks Brother V. H. Brink 
organized a church with 80 members, and more than half of them 
came in by letter. 

New Churches—Harly in the year the matter of a new church 
was taken up by our people at Santa Paula. After careful consid- 
eration it was decided to build. The faithful pastor made a can- 
vass of the charge and secured $3,500. On the 28th of August 
Bishop Hamilton dedicated the beautiful new building costing about 
$10,000. The debt was fully provided for under the management of 
Bishop Hamilton and Mr. C. M. Bowen. 

Garvanza. For several years our work had been seriously retard- 
ed by a house of worship, unsightly and inadequate to the needs 
of the church. Under the leadership of the pastor, Rev. T. E. Rop- 
inson, work was commenced last June on a new church on the 
beautiful and valuable site owned by the society on Avenue 66, Los 
Angeles. The plan was to build the Sunday school room now and 
in the near future a generous member of this charge will build the 
auditorium as a memorial of his loved and departed father. The 
Sunday school room is finished, and Brotner Rob.nson is to be con- 
gratulated on his work at Garvanza. 

Asbury, Los Angeles. This church has long felt the need of bet- 
ter and a more commodious house of worship. After some delib- 
eration a building committee was appointed and a time indicated 
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to ask the people for subscriptions for a new church. When the 
time came the effort was made and nearly $8,000 was raised. Ina 
few months one of the finest churches of the city will be ready for 
dedication. Great credit is due the pastor, Rev. J. C. Healy, for 
the accomplishment of such a heroic task. 

Improvements. Burbank has made extensive improvements on 
church and parsonage at an expense of nearly $1,000; no debt. 

At Tropico new lots for church and parsonage were purchased. 
The church has been moved to the new place and painted within 
and without. 

South Pasadena has purchased a valuable corner lot adjoining 
their present property, raised the money to pay for it, and in addi- 
tion a good subscription for a new church which will be built in 
the near future. Rev. G. W. Coultas, pastor. 

Sunday Schools. No work of the church is more important than 
this. The Sunday school must teach Christ as living and moving 
in the simple histories of the evangelists, in the lives of His people, 
and the only power that can regenerate society and save the world. 
Spirituality should characterize the work of thé Sunday school. 
This work on the Pasadena District is in a flourishing condition. 
Every preaching place has a Sunday school, and in most places 
our own excellent literature is used. The officers and teachers 
are faithful, their aim is to bring the young to Christ ana buila them 
up in Christ. 

Epworth Leagues—In most of the charges Leagues are formed, 
Senior and Junior. The Epworth Herald is largely taken, and our 
young people are being trained for greater usefulness by this valu- 
able department of our church. 

Revivals—In many of the charges the pastors held revival ser- 
vices during the winter months with good results. The most marked 
and greatest revival was in the church at Pomona under the labors 
of Dr. Carroll. The services were continued seven weeks. Dur- 
ing this protracted period he preached every night but two. The 
meetings resulted in the conversion of nearly 100 souls, the church 
was greatly quickened, and the membership strengthened by many 
additions. I am safe in saying that this has been one of the great- 
est years in the history of Pomona Methodism. We are not op- 
posed to Evangelists, but believe every Methodist preacher should 
be an evangelist, largely conduct his own revival meetings, and as 
in former days God would crown his labors with great success. 

Benevolences—Most of the pastors have given the most careful 
attention to the presentation of the benevolent causes, and tue peo- 
ple have responded liberally. The Spanish work within the bounds 
of the district has not been entirely satisfactory to me. The faith- 
ful pastor has worked hard, reported conversions, but he has not 
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been able to organize classes, because of the migratory character of 
the people to whom he preaches. 

Japanese Work—Under the faithful labors of Rev. J. H. Avery 
and his estimable wife a mission among the Japanese at Oxnard 
was commenced. The young people of Brother Avery’s church have 
rendered valuable assistance in the mission. School work is car- 
ried on as well a® the religious services. The Japanese rent the 
rooms in which the work is carried on, and largely meet the ex- 
pense of the mission. Sixteen have professed faith m Christ, eight 
have received baptism, and five have been received into the 
church. These mission boys publish a monthly paper that gives 
reports of the work of the mission. 

I am thankful to the ministers, their families, and the good peo- 
ple of their charges for the cordiality with which they received us, 
and the many kindnesses shown us. May God’s richest biessing 
rest on Pasadena District. 


SAN DIEGO DISTRICT. 


W. M. Sterling was called, his character passed and he presented 
the following report: 


Through Divine grace we have been brought safely through an- 
other conference year and to God we give thanks. 

The year has been one of pleasant toil, with at least some degree 
of prosperity. To some of our preacher’s homes it has brought 
great sorrow. Mrs. Barton, the wife ot our pastor at Colton, after 
four months of great suffering, passed in triumph to her reward, 
January 8th. On January 12th Mrs. Bruce, wife of R. L. Bruce of 
Redlands, after twelve years of failing health, exchanged her weak- 
ness and suffering for the life that knows no illness or death. 

William Pittenger, who had done good service in this conference 
as a preacher as he had also done good service in the Civil War as 
a soldier, took a superannuate relation at the last session of our 
conference and retired to his home in Fallbrook in fairly good 
health, died suddenly April 24th, realizing that the Gospel he had 
preached to others was sufficient for him in that cructal hour. 

The infant daughter that came in the beautiful days of May 
last to gladden the home of CGC. M. Ross, was welcomed back to 
heaven after two months’ brief stay. 

J. A. Stamp came from Washington with a sick wite, but climate 
failed to bring the help desired and death claimed the mortal body 
for his own. 


The pleasant stay of R. B. Coons and wife at Escondido was sad- 
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dened by the sickness and subsequent death of their little child of 
eight months. 

Bro. W. H. Jennings has returned to thig Coast. He sends love 
and good wishes to all the brethren. ‘ 

A. McAllen was transferred from the Missouri conference to as- 
sist Bro. Mullen in the Imperial Valley. 

Special revival services have been held in many of the churches 
with good results in increased spirituality of the membership and 
conversion of the unsaved, 370 having been received on probation, 
and from probation and by letter there has been a net gain of 550 
members in full connection. 

The Spanish Mission under the care of Paul Penzotti has in- 
creased the membership of the church to 60 and the church build- 
ing has been enlarged. 

The Japanese Mission at Riverside has 51 enrolled in the night 
school; 10 Japanese have been baptized during the year. 

The building of the Hick’s Memorial Chapel and remodeling of 
the church at Riverside was completed early this year and opened 
December 20th. Four memorial windows—to John Wesley, Abra- 
ham Lincoln and William McKinley and Frances Willard—have 
been unveiled. 

At Imperial $1,500 have been raised for the building of a brick 
church to cost $4,500. At Calexico, in the south, a temporary 
building has been put up for church purposes. In the valley 70 
members have been received this year and four Sunday schools or- 
ganized with an aggregate membership of 200. 

The two pastors, Mullen and McAllen, deserve special mention for 
the work they have done in the presence of disadvantages not found 
elsewhere in the district. 

At Highgrove Rev. Lloyd has succeeded so well that more room 
has become a necessity and a large addition has been built at a 
cost of $1,500. 

Pacific Beach has purchased an acre of land with a building that 
affords a place for public worship at a cost of $1,000. 

At Anaheim the pastor, B. A. Johnson, has advanced the work in 
every way, the membership has become more spiritual, some have 
been converted, the congregation greatly increased and one dollar 
per member secured for missions. A good parsonage has been built 
at a cost of $1,400, $800 of which has been paid and the balance pro- 
vided for. 

At Oceanside a good 7-room parsonage has been built, costing 
$1,200, one-half of which has been paid. 

For some years Whittier has realized the need of better and 
larger accommodations. At the beginning of this year it was de- 
cided to build and on the 28th of April the corner stone was laid, 
and on the 4th of September the building was dedicated for the 
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worship of Almighty God by Bishop Hamilton, who also secured 
pledges from the people for nearly $11,000, which fully covered the 
indebtedness on a $20,000 building. The church has a Seating ca- 
pacity of 1,200 and is in every way beautiful and adapted to church 
work. Great credit is due Pastor Betts as leader of a very willing 
people. E 

Huntington Beach has, decided to undertake to build a $3,500 
church. 

The church building at Wildomar was finally secured to the 
Methodist Episcopal Church in August last. 

At La Jolla we are making an effort to secure lots for a church 
site and hope to be successful. 

Very recently a movement has been made toward the locating of 
a church on University Heights, San Diego. 

Redlands has paid an indebtedness of $3,500 and expended $900 on 
improvement. 

Riverside has paid $4,500 on indebtedness. 

Banning has paid its debt of $250 to the Board of Church Exten- 
sion and spent $130 in improving the church property. 

San Bernardino has cancelled $150 of old floating debts and ex- 
pended in improving the church and parsonage $400. 

Highland has paid $100 on parsonage debt and improved the 
church property to the amount of $275. 

Buena Park has paid the last of its Church Extension debt, and 
spent $100 on improving the parsonage property. 

Rialto and Arlington have each paid $130 on parsonage debts. 

Orange has spent $160 on improvement and Corona $150. 

Colton has painted the church and parsonage at a cost of $500. 

Fulerton has cancelled $100 of indebtedness. 

Escondido has purchased a lot for a parsonage thaz cost $120, 
and Central Church, San Diego, has expended on church property 
$130. 

Eight other churches have spent on improving their properties 
sums less than any of the above. 

There are as many Sunday schools on the District as Charges, 
with an enrollment of 6,000. Nineteen schools have organized 
Home Departments. The largest of these is in Riverside, which hag 
an enrollment of 160. 

There are 28 Epworth League Chapters with a membership of 
’ 1,514, and 23 Junior Epworth Leagues. 

Last year the district paid over $5,000 by collections only. At 
the session of our last annual conference nearly 1,000 members. 
were taken to form Pasadena district, and yet the brethren come 
up to this Conference with more than $5,000 again for missions. 

Three years ago Bro. B. S. Haywood came to us Irom our Mis- 
sion field in Mexico, a brother beloved. Riverside. through his .ov- 
ing toil has become a most prosperous church, having received dur- 
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ing his pastorate of less than three years 616 into full membership, 
212 of these coming in from probation, and $20,000 nave been ex- 
pended on church and parsonage improvements; and now we send 
him away as superintendent of our mission in Porto Rico to bless 
that portion of our good land. 

During the six years there has been paid on indebtedness $32,000; 
for new buildings, $180,000, and for foreign missions, $24,000. hese 
items with other benevolences make an aggregate of more than a 
quarter of a million dollars. 

These years together have been most enjoyable and have pbegot- 
ten in my heart a higher appreciation of and a stronger love for 
Methodist preachers and Methodism than I had been conscious ot 
before. 


Presentation to W. M. Sterling—H. J. Inwood addressed the con- 
ference on the magnitude and success of the work of the San Diego 
District under splendid leadership of Brother Sterling. On behalt 
of the brethren of the San Diego District hé presented to Brother 
Sterling a silver coffee set. 


Brother Sterling made a suitable reply. 


Fred Ross—On motion of W. P. Ferguson, the secretary was in- 
structed to express to Brother Ross the sympathy of the conference 
in his sickness, and the hope that he would speedily recover. 


Change of Program.—On motion of E. A. Healy the program was 
changed so that the missionary sermon would come on Sunday 
evening. 


W. H. Jennings—B. S. Haywood reported a communication of Fra 
ternal greeting from W. H. Jennings, who is seriouslly ill. It was 
ordered that the secretary wire to Brother Jennings an expression 
of the love and sympathy of the conference. 


The Bishop called upon B. S. Haywood to lead in prayer in be- 
half of Brother Jennings and his wife. 


General Conference Commission—W. L. Cleveland, Secretary of 
the local General Conference Commission, presented the report of 
the’ commission in securing the General Conference for Los An- 
geles, and caring for it. 


On motion of W. A. Knighten it was resolved that the report of the 
commission be adopted, and that we incorporate it in our minutes 
as a separate statement; also that the conference formally ex- 
presses its hearty thanks to the Chamber of Commerce of Los An- 
geles for its generous contribution of $15,000. 
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Permanent Superannuate Fund—E. A. Healy presentec the report 
of the committee. On motion of W. P. Ferguson consideration of 
the report was postponed until after the reading of the minutes on 
Friday morning. 


A. W. Lamport announced a gift of $100 to this fund from Mrs. 
Mary P. Miller, a member of his church. 


It was ordered that we continue in session until the report of the 
committee on Conference Relations was considered. 


Introductions—Dr. Frank A. Hart, representing the Church Insur- 
ance Society, was introduced and addressed the conference. 


On motion a committee was ordered on the work of church insur- 
ance. The following were appointed: E. A. Healy, R. L. Bruce 
and W. A. Knighten. 


Dr. H. B. Johnson, representing the Missionary Society, was in- 
troduced and addressed the conference. 


Order of the Day—On motion of A. Inwood, the reception of mem- 
bers to conference was made the order of the day for Friday at 
10:30. 


Minutes—On motion of W. A. Knighten, the Secretary was author- 
ized to collect one-fourth of one per cent of their salaries from each 
member “in charge,” to defray the expense of publishing the min- 
utes. 


On motion of E. A. Healy, the Secretary was authorized to edit 
the reports. 


Roll of Delinquents—The roll of churches faiung to report was 
called by the Statistical Secretary. 


Devotional Services—On motion of A. Inwood the hour of the de- 
votional service was changed to 8 o’clock. 


Question VII—“Who have been admitted into full connection?” 


H. H. Hunt and William Ayers were called, their characters 


passed and the examiners reported, 
’ 


H. F. Tolle and W. H. Limbs were called and their characters 
passed and they were continued on trial in Studies of the second 
year. 


Executive Session—It was ordered that the conference go into ex- 
ecutive session. Members of other conference were invited to re- 
main. 
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On motion of J. C. Elliott, the Treasurer was instructed to send 


$200 to W. H. Jennings to be deducted from the amount at the dis- 
posal of the Board of Stewards. 


Question VII—Question 7 was resumed. 


The cases of H. H. Hunt, William Ayers and A. B. Embree were 
considered. H. J. Christ reported for the committee on confer- 
ence relations, and recommended their admission. The favorable 
recommendation of the committees was approveu by vote of the con- 
ference. 


Question III—“Who have been received on Credentials and from 
what churches?” 


The case of George Steed of the Methodist Church of Canada was 
considered. The committee reported and recommended that he be 
received into the conference and his ordination as Elder recog- 
nized. 


Their report and recommendation were approved by vote of the 
conference. 


S. A. Thomson pronounced the benediction and the conference ad- 
journed. 


THIRD DAY, FRIDAY, SEPTEMBER 23, 1904. 


Opening—The devotional service was conducted by Jos. H. Smith. 


The business session opened at 9 a. m., Bishop Wilson in the 
chair. 


The minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 


Permanent Superannuate Fund—The consideration of the report 
of the committee on Permanent Superannuate Fund was resumed. 
The report was amended so that an extension of time of one year 
was allowed to pay delinquent assessments. 


On motion the discussion was suspended and E. A. Healy was 
invited to address the conference, urging the members to join the 
Preachers’ Aid Society and pay arrearages. At the close of his 
address 42 members handed in their names as members of the 
society. 


The report of the committee as amended was adopted. (See re- 
port.) On motion of W. P. Ferguson the committee on Permanent 
Superannuate Fund was instructed to hold a joint session with the 
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Board of Stewards, to consider the matter of equal lay representa- 
tion in the committee and on the board. 


On motion R. §. Fisher was appointed Assistant Treasurer of this 
fund and the Constitution and By-Laws of the Preachers’ Aid So- 
ciety were ordered printed in the minutes. 


E. A. Healy was appointed to represent this cause at the meet- 
ing of the Lay Association this afternoon. 


Trustees’ Report—J. B. Green, Treasurer of the Conference Board 
of Trustees, presented his report. 


On motion of J. C. Hlliott, it was amended so that the balance 
from the Conference Claimant Fund of last year, which was in the 
hands of the Conference Trustees, be disbursed this year. 


On motion of S. J. Carroll, it was further amended that if there 
be a balance in the hands of the Board of Stewards this year the 
amount shall be disbursed next year. i 


The report as amended was adopted (See report.) 


Question VII was resumed—Hymn 770 was sung. BE. A. Healy led 
in prayer and Bishop Wilson addressed the class for admission in 
one of the most forceful and convincing addresses the conference 
has ever enjoyed. 


The class answered the Disciplinary Questions. 


On motion H. H. Hunt was called, committees reported, he was ad- 
mitted to full membership in the conference, elected to Deacon’s 
Orders and advanced to the studies of the third year. 


A. B. Embree was called and passed, admitted to full membership 
and advanced to the studies of the third year, he having been pre- 
viously ordained a Deacon. 


George Steed was called, admitted to the conference and his el- 
der’s:' orders recognized. 


William Ayers was admitted to the conference and elected to 


Deacon’s orders, subject to his satisfactory answers to the Disci- 
plinary Questions. 


Question XI Was Called—“Who have been elected to Local Dea- 
con’s Orders?” 


Norval G. Felker was recommended by the Alhambra Quarterly 
Conference. The examining committee reported and he was 
elected to local Deacon’s orders. 


Conference Relations—J. M. Rich, T. S. Urenn and Edward Hos- 
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kyn were referred to the Committee on Conterence Relations at 
their own request. 


Question X Was Called—‘“What members have completed the 
Conference Course of Study?” 


J. C. Livingston, W. C. Geyer, W. H. Fulford, F. P. Sigler, F. G. H. 
Stevens, O. W. Reinius and A. J. McKenzie were called, their char- 
acters passed and they were elected to Elder’s Orders. 


John Oliver was called and advanced, his character passed, he 
having been previously ordained Elder. 


The Board of Examiners reported the case of Caarles A. Kent to 
be admitted on trial and ordained Deacon under the Seminary Rule. 


Order of Day—The consideration of applications for admission 
on trial was made the order of the day on Saturday immediately 
after the reading of the Journal.

PASTORAL ADDRESS 


To the Members of the Methodist Episcopal Churches in the South- 
ern California Conference: 


Dear Fellow-Servants:—According to the honored custom of our 
Conference, we again address you a few words of pastoral greeting 
and cheer. 

The year that is past has in many respects been the most notable 
in our history. The General Conference of Methodism held in 
Los Angeles, combined with the great Missionary Exhibit and 
Pentecostal meetings, was an event of transcendent interest. The 
gathering of so many Officials and representatives of our church, 
now world-wide in its Christian activities and the garnered sheaves 
from so many missionary fields, gave inspiration to our entire 
Zion on this coast.

For the past two years our Conference has stood 
in the vanguard of Christian giving, and the reports submitted 
this year will show no retrogression in this respect. We rejoice 
in the present and anticipate much for the future.

The outlook is one of sublime possibilities, shadowed here and 
and there with peril. Lift up your eyes and look upon the ripening 
harvest of the world. Thousands are flocking to our shores. Our 
relation to the great and changing Orient is close and vital. Mo- 
mentous events are crowding upon us. Industrial and social prob- 
lems await our solution. The powers of darkness are combined 
and rampant. Worldliness is paralyzing the energies of the Church. 
Intemperance and greed are grinding humanity and threatening 
the very life of our Republic. Sin in protean forms everywhere 
abounds. 2 

Our hope is in the Christian Church. The stirring call to her is: 
“Awake, awake; put on thy strength, O Zion; put on thy beautiful 
garments, O Jerusalem.” Obey the call, and glorious victory is 
gure on every. field of conflict. We therefore entreat you to make 
the Church a mighty power in the spiritual conquest of the world, 
that she may move forward, all aglow with divine zeal, all resplend- 
ent with every virtue, “fair as the moon, clear as the sun and 
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terrible as an army with banners.” In this age of great enter- 
prises, let not the Church falter nor tail to be heroic. “Have faith 
in God;” undertake great things in His name. Continue liberal 
in giving; sustain your leaders; attend the means of grace; study 
the Word; look well to. your homes and family altars; welcome 
the stranger; be kindly affectioned one to another, rejoicing in 
hope, patient in tribulation, continuing instant in prayer for the 
anointing of the Holy Ghost and a revival of God’s work. 

The Rey. Mr. Arnot of Edinburgh tells that once while he was 
standing on the platform of a Scottish railway station, waiting 
for the train, which had been at rest for a long while, to start, he 
overheard the following colloquy between a farmer ‘and the con- 
ductor: “What are you waiting here so long for? Have you no 
water?” “Oh, yes,’ was the reply, “we have plenty of water, but 
it’s not boiling.” Is not that a tolerably accurate description of 
our churches today? We have abundance of intelligence; we have 
splendid machinery for carrying on our operations; we have large 
congregations listening to the proclamation of the truth; we have 
abundance of wealth and are giving with a liberal hand to the 
great benevolent enterprises of the church. What lack we yet? 
We lack an intense boiling earnestness in the service of Christ. 
We lack a new baptism of fire. Let us labor and pray more for 
that, and with an unprecedented endowment of spiritual life, the 
church and territory within the bounds of the Southern California 
Conference shall vindicate the language of prophecy: ‘Thou shalt 
also be a crown of glory in the hand of the Lord, and a royal diadem 
in the hand of thy God. Thou shalt no more be termed Forsaken, 
neither shall thy land be termed Desolate, but thou: shalt be 
called Hephzibah and thy jand Beulah; for the Lord delighteth in 
thee, and thy land shall be married.”

Rev. John Stafford, D. D. 


John Stafford was born near Nottingham, England, December 
6, 1843, and died in Los Angeles, California, January 6, 1904. He 
came to America in the spring of 1857 and spent tour years in 
New York State. In 1861 he went to Minnesota and settled on a 
farm near Hastings. He en- 
tered Hamline University as a 
student when that institution 
was located at Red Wing, and 
while there was called of Ged 
to preach the gospel. In 1864 
he was licensed as a_ local 
-|preacher and immediately en- 
-|tered upon supply work in a 

|very hard field. In May of the 
year following he married Miss 
‘| Hattie Mathews, who, with their 
‘|three children—a son and two 
daughters—survives him. (| After 
three years of supply work he 
joined the Minnesota Conference 
at its thirteenth annual session, 
which was held in Rochester 
under the presidency of Bishop 
+|Simpson, who four years later 
(|ordained him Elder. His first 
ijregular appointment was Wasio- 
ja. Subsequently he served as 
pastor to the following charges 
and in the order named:  Still- 
water, Anoka, Rochester; Wasa- 
ington Ave. and First Churches 
of Minneapolis; Grace, Third 

Street, Jackson Street and Clin- 
ton Ave Churches of St. Paul. He was for three years Financial 
Agent of Hamline University. 

From 1888 to 1893 he was Presiding Elder of, Minneapolis Dis- 
trict, and was then transferred to the Mankato District, where tor 
six years he toiled faithfully and gave himself unsparingly to the 
service of the churches. He was a delegate to the General Confer- 
ence of 1896 and again in 1900. After eleven years of arduous 
district work he was stationed at Red Wing, from which charge 
at the expiration of two years he was appointed to Franklin Ave., 
Minneapolis. In February, 1902, he was transferred to the South- 
ern California Conference and appointed to Central Church, Los 
Angeles. One year ago he was appointed to the Presiding Elder- 
ship of Pasadena District. The phenomenal success of Dr. Stafford 
as pastor, Financial Agent and Presiding Elder in Minnesota was 
none the less marked in his brief career in Southern California. 
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He will ever be remembered as a faithful and sympathetic pastor; 
a strong preacher, pleasing in his manner and delivery; cheerful, 
tireless, aggressive in his work. He was an unusually good finan- 
cier, and had a reputation for debt-raising and Church building 
both in the pastorate and on the district. In very many respects 
he was an ideal and most successful presiding elder, exceedingly 
wise and tactful in his administrations. He loved the Church and 
honored it with an earnest, fruitful and continuous ministry of 
nearly forty of the best years of his life. 

To know him was to love and honor him. He was so brotherly 
and true—a manly man. His creed was not one of prudence or 
compromise. He possessed that condition of heart and mind from 
which high achievements naturally flow. He had clear convictions 
of duty, and that peculiar quality of courage which is the product 
of constant fellowship with Jesus. He was steadfast, immovable, 
always abounding in the work of the Lord. No interest of the 
Church ever suffered that was committed to his care. He was 
true to our doctrines and heartily accepted our Church polity. In 
his last moments he gave evidence of a strong and triumphant 
faith in Christ. In his death our Conference has suffered a great 
loss. Today he, crowned by the Master whom he served and loved, 
beckons us onward and upward.

Rev. William Pittenger 


A yaliant soldier has been promoted. 

A faithful itinerant has received his heavenly appointment. 

From his home in Fallbrook, California, on Sabbath morning, 
April 24, 1904, with an unwavering faith in the gospel he had 
preached to others, the Rev. 
William Pittenger passed to his 
reward. 

He does not need this service. 
He may not be reached by our 
words of appreciation. We need 
the inspiration that comes even 
from a brief contemplation of 
his life and character. 

At the core of his character 
was the spirit of self sacrifice, 
| which manifested itself in his 
patriotism and heroism in the 
|hour of his country’s peril, and 
\afterward in his devotion to his 
| great life work, which, in its 

very nature and design, must 
embody the spirit of Him “who 
“lcame not to be ministered unto, 
put to minister, and to give His 
©) \life a ransom for many.” 
| William Pittenger was born in 
'| Knoxville, Jefferson county, Ohio, 
January 31, 1840. 

His boyhood was passed amid 
rural scenes, in labors of the 
farm and in country pastimes. 

Though so near-sighted that 
he could recognize persons only 
by their voices, and could only 
see letters and words at a distance of three inches, before he was 
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sixteen years of age he had learned all that was taught in the 
district school, had read all the books that could be borrowed for 
miles around, had mastered the mysteries of shorthand during the 
noon hours and the rainy days of a busy harvest, and had studied 
astronomy with such devotion and thoroughness as to learn the 
names of the constellations, though his defective vision made it 
impossible for him to see a star of less than the third magnitude. 

During his sixteenth year his sight was strengthened by the 
use of concave glasses. These aids to vision made the heavens 
appear so glorious that he longed to see still more of their won- 
ders, and in order to realize that longing, obtained, on examination, 
a teacher’s certificate, and soon thereatter began the work of a 
teacher in charge of a district school. Had it not been for his 
defective sight, astronomy would doubtless have been his chosen 
profession. 

During the following five years he was teacher, joint editor and 
publisher of an educational periodical, photographer and law 
student. 

In the spring of 1861 the booming of Bureaugard’s guns in 
Charleston Harbor so fired his soul with patriotic ardor that he 
was among the first to respond to the President’s call for seventy- 
five thousand volunteers. He was in the first battle of Bull Run, 
though his three months enlistment had already expired, and im- 
mediately decided to re-enlist. Acting on that decision, he became 
a member of Company G of the Second Ohio Regiment. A year 
thereafter, by his adroitness and earnest solicitation, he was 
chosen to be a member of Andrews’ famous band of railroad raid- 
ers, the story of whose daring undertaking is thrillingly narrated in 
Bro. Pittenger’s book, entitled ‘“‘The Great Locomotive Chase.” 

On the 18th of June, 1862, under the shock of the awful tragedy 
of the execution of his comrades, and expecting a Similar 
fate for himself and his surviving companions, his prison 
became a house of prayer, and there, on his knees before God, 
William Pittenger experienced the birth from above, and the whole 
current of his life was changed. Soon he felt the call to the min- 
istry. Despite the probability that when he should leave the 
prison it would be to go to the scaffold, there came to him as an 
absolute test of obedience the question, ‘Will you, if satisfied that 
it is God’s will, be ready to give up-the profession of law if you 
ever get home, and go into the ministry?” After a long and weari- 
some struggle he made the full surrender, and, like the great 
apostle, he was “not disobedient to the heavenly vision.” 

He was released from prison on the 18th of March, 1863, and on 
the 14th of the following August he accepted a discharge from the 
army for disability. 

In March, 1864, just a year after his release from the Confederate 
prison, he was admitted to the ministry of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church in Pittsburg Conference, and was appointed to Minerva, 
Ohio, his subsequent appointments in that Conference being Mas- 
sillon, Cadiz and Mount Union, all in Ohio. 

He was ordained as Deacon by Bishop Baker in 1866, and as 
Hilder by Bishop Kingsley in 1868, 


In 1870 he was transferred to the New Jersey Conference, in 
which he filled a number of prominent appointments, including 
Princeton and Bordentown, and was twice appointed to Vineland. 
During his membership in that Conference he took a course ot 
instruction in the Princeton Scientific School and the National 
School of Elocution and Oratory in Philadelphia. 
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In the field of authorship he was no less industrious and suc- 
cessful, his published works comprising “Oratory, Sacred and 
Secular,” ‘“Extempore Speech,” “How to Become a Public Speaker,” 
“Debater’s Guide,” “The Great Locomotive Chase,” and “The Inter. 
woven Gospels.” 

In 1889 he was transferred to the Southern California Conference, 
in which he has served the following charges: National City, Ven- 
tura, Colton, Fallbrook and Burbank. 

Failing health compelled him a year ago to take the superan- 
nuated relation. 

May 17, 1864, he was united in marriage with Miss Winnie 0. 
cg ae of New Brighton, Pa., who, with six children, survives 

im. 

The eldest of seven children, Brother Pittenger was the first to 
join their father and mother in the heavenly home. 

He was a man of deep and tender sympathies. 

Envy, jealousy, ill-will, unkindness, were foreign to his nature. 
He lived in the atmosphere of brotherly kindness. 

Modest and unassuming, caring little for earthly glory, his life 
was beautiful with the grace of humility. He was too much like 
Him in whose footsteps he walked to be arrogant or selfish. Yet 
beneath that gentle, courteous bearing were decision and rock-like 
firmness. One who knew him best testifies, “His was a grand 
and noble life.” 

During his last illness he was much in prayer, his faith was 
strong, and he said, “I want to be at rest in my home in Heaven.” 

He died as he had lived, perfectly self-possessed and with a firm 
trust in God. , 

Then he is dead? “Can that man be dead whose spiritual in- 
fluence is on his kind? He lives in glory, and his speaking dust 
has more of life than half its breathing molds.” :

Mrs. R. S. Maclay 


Sarah Ann Barr-Maclay was born in the city Of briewiea., AT 
1835. Her Christian parents, who were of Scotch-Irish descent, 
brought her up “in the nurture and admonition of the Lord.” Her 
higher education was received at the Genesee College, which is 
now the Syracuse University. For several years Mrs. Maclay 
was a teacher and attained distinction in that profession. In 1882 
Miss Barr was united in marriage to the Rev. R. S. Maclay, D. D., 
then the Superintendent of the Methodist Episcopal Missions in 
Japan, and at noon on the day of her marriage sailed with her 
husband for his distant field of labor. 

In her new and important sphere of usefulness, Mrs. Maclay, 
being a fine scholar and teacher, rendered pre-eminent service to 
the Redeemer’s Kingdom. In schools and in families of the no- 
bility she taught, and her influence, it is said, through a certain 
nobleman who was a kinsman of the Mikado, reached to the throne. 
Also, special mention should be made of instruction she gave to 
certain Korean young gentlemen who at this time visited Japan 
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to acquire a knowledge of the English language and literature, 
and to study modern civilization. On returning to their own country 
these Koreans, having been favorably impressed with Christianity 
by this gifted lady, did not refrain from bearing witness to the 
truth of the Gospel. Soon, however, public opinion became more 
tolerant, and eventually through the good providence of God the 
instructions given by Mrs. Maclay to her class of Korean students 
helped to prepare the way for opening their country to Christian 
missionaries. 

For some time the Rey. John F. Goucher, D. D., of Baltimore 
City, Md., had been urging our missionary authorities to open mis- 
sions in Korea, and expressed his willingness to defray the expense 
“necessary to start the work. At length-our Society determined to 
act in the matter, and Dr. and Mrs. Maclay sailed for the Hermit 
Kingdom, and in due course of time arrived at Seoul. But great 
difficulties immediately arose, and failure seemed almost inevitable. 
However, at this critical period in the negotiations, Dr. Maclay 
secured the kind offices of the gentleman who had brought to 
Japan the students to whom Mrs. Maclay had given instruction. 
This gentleman was now Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, 
-and, exerting his powerful influence with the King and Cabinet, 
secured the right for Protestant missionaries to enter the kingdom. 
Dr. Maclay thus speaks of this memorable event: “When I called 
next morning on the Minister to hear the result, I knew instantly 
it was a success. * * * I heard his ringing voice announcing, 
‘The King has granted your request most willingly; now tell your 
Society to send men at once and cOmmence work immediately.’ 
I left the palace, and I am sure the reader will not think it strange 
that, while riding through the crowded streets, the rhythm of grat- 
itude in my soul found constant expression in chanting, ‘The King’s 
heart is in the hand of the Lord, as the rivers of nature; He turneth 
it whithersoever He will.” 

For the last fifteen years Mrs. Maclay has resided in Fernando 
and has taken a deep interest in the local W. F. M. S., being one 
of its most efficient officers. Mrs. Maclay was a lady of rare com- 
pleteness and diligence, and possessed fine executive ability and 
great decision of character. Also, Sister Maclay had deep rever- 
ence for divine things. As her pastor, I have pleasant memories 
of my last visit to her sick room. There was evidently a realiza- 
tion of the great salvation. 

On August 24, 1904, in Los Angeles, Sister Maclay departed this 
life. Through the infinite love of God in Christ, may we all, with 
our departed sister, join the great blood-washed company of the 
redeemed that shall meet in heaven, “out of every kindred, and 
tongue, and people, and nation.”

Mrs. Cynthia Shotty-Barton 


Cynthia Shotty was born in McLean county, Illinois, August 28, 
1864. When a child her family removed to Kirkwood, Lllinois, 
where most of her lift was spent. For sixteen years she taught 
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in the public schools of that place in which she had formerly been 
a pupil. Early in life she was converted, and was ever afterward 
an earnest, conscientious and faithful Christian. She was married 
to the Rev. Robert Barton in August, 1898, and removed with him 
to his work in Rialto, Southern California Conference. Her long 
years of loving devotion to an invalid mother and her earnest, 
conscientious work in the school room and in the Sabbath school, 
will make her memory ever dear and honored in the home of her 
girlhood. For five years she labored in the itineracy with her 
husband, winning friends everywhere. 

Her home life was no less exemplary. One child, Robert, came 
to bless this home, February 15, 1902. Between this beautiful 
spiritual child, old beyond his years, and the loving mother, there 
existed a ‘peculiar bond of affection seldom seen. During all of 
Robert’s little lifetime until his mother’s last illness, he had 
never been separated from her for a longer period than two hours, 
and nothing would console him for even a brief absence but the 
companionship of his father, to whom, also, he is devoted with a 
love beyond ‘his years. In a brief illness, soon after his mother’s 
death, he said to his father, “Jesus will take her up out of the 
grave. I will go to see her pretty soon.” May our hearts echo 
this happy faith of childhood. 

Sister Barton had been in her new home in Colton but a few 
weeks when she was stricken with that illness from which she © 
never recovered. But during these few short weeks she entered 
so heartily and enthusiastically into all of the interests of the 
church and community that she won the hearts of all. Her illness 
covered a period of five weeks. During much of the time she was 
a great sufferer, but it was under the shadow of this suffering that 
the light of her Christian experience shone out most clearly. In- 
spired by her love for her baby boy, and devotion to home, she 
made a brave and determined battle for life. She kept herself 
always calm and quiet, and even when the fever raged highest, 
her mind was perfectly clear and her judgment unimpaired. This 
continued until the last four or five days, when the septic poison 
began to show its influence on her brain. She passed quietly away 
at 5:45 on Friday evening, January 8, 1904. She has gone to rest. 

She frequently said, even while in health, “How sweet it will be 
when it is all over and we are safely together at last in the home 
where sorrows never come.” Her two sisters, Mrs. Van Tuyl and 
Mrs. Hickman, and her old-time friend, Mrs. Davis, and her hus- 
band, all of Illinois, were permitted to be with her in her last 
illness. Everything which human skill could accomplish and 
tender nursing suggest to favor her return to health, was done. 
Many prayers for her recovery ascended to the throne of grace. 
But the Master had need of her in a wider field of usefulness. 

Funeral services were held January 11th in the Methodist Hpis- 
copal Church at Colton, conducted by the Presiding Elder, Rev. 
Ww. M. Sterling. 

Neighboring pastors attended, and addresses were given by 
Brothers Mather, Gillan and the writer. The body was taken to 
Los Angeles for burial in Rosedale Cemetery, and a large number 
of the members of the Conference were present and assisted in 
the burial services. 

Another queen of parsonage life has passed to her reward, Many 
will know her at the last great day and call her blessed.

REPORTS OF STANDING COMMITTEES 


STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


“Watchman, what of the night?” The watchman said, “The 
morning cometh, and also the night.” Isa. 21:11-12. So today we 
behold the light, and also the darkness, and each seems to be ad- 
vancing. Yet we believe with the Apostle, that “The night is far 
spent, the day is at hand: let us therefore cast off the works of 
darkness, and let us put on the armour of light.” 

Sound doctrine is the only sure ground of faith; and faith is es- 
sential to righteousness. Men will not Sacrifice their lives, nor 
deny themselves the pleasure of sin and sense, in order that they 
may enjoy the favor of God and receive the rewards of righteous- 
ness, unless they believe that God is, and that he is a rewarder ot 
them that diligently seek Him. 

As the New York Sun editorially remarks: ‘‘This fact is indis- 
putable; Christianity as an organization is stronger in the world to- 
day than ever.” But certainly as this same writer observes doubt 
and criticism of religious and theological dogmas are more wide- 
spread and more searching than ever before. 

The frightful increase of crime in our country; the frequent 
occurrence of mobs and riots; the prevailing disregard of the Sab- 
bath; the lessening of the sacredness of the marriage vow; and also 
of the sense of religious obligation in the oaths administered in 
courts of justice; the growth of the liquor traffic, and many other 
evils which confront us are subjects for something more than mere 
sober reflection and formal expressions of disapproval. 

Consider our foreign born population soon to number ten millions 
of people of almost every nation and language and clime; represent- 
ing every class and condition of men, with every degree of intelli- 
gence and every depth of ignorance, with every standard of morality 
and every measure of vice and crime, with every shade of religious 
belief from the highest forms of Christian faith to the lowest forms 
of atheism and with every fanatical prejudice that is known to our 
race. 

The popular craze for amusement is a source of great danger. It 
is our honest conviction that if the friends of virtue should succeed 
in suppressing the dance it would take the devil a thousand years 
to plan and perfect another institution that would ruin so many 
young women and corrupt so many young men. 

Cards are among the most common tools of the professional 
gambler, and skill in their use and the excitement and fascination 
of the games in which they are employed, lead directly to the 
profession of the gambler. Christian young people should consider 
it an insult when they are invited into the homes of professedly 
Christian, or at least moral people, and the entertainments offered 
them are those of the dance house, the saloon and the gambling 


hell. 
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Never, perhaps in all the history of the Church was there greater 
need of apostolical preaching and intense evangelistic fervor among 
all classes of Christians than at present. 

The benevolent societies and various religious. and educational 
institutions of Methodism are her response to the great social, 
political and moral problems of the age. As citizens we believe 
that Christianity affords the only possible solution of the great 
problems of our age and nation. We believe that churches, col- 
leges, school houses and religious influences are cheaper, safer, and 
mightier than armies and prisons and executions. 

Doubtless we cannot do better than to close ‘this report with 
the following inspiring paragraph from the eloquent Episcopal 
address delivered before the recent General Conterence in Los 
Angeles: 

“Oh, ye Methodists! ‘who knoweth whether ye are come to the 
kingdom for such a time as this?’ We see the grandeur of our 
inheritance; we see the reality and threatening character of our 
perils; and on this mountain top of observation we ought to see 
more clearly our inspiring possibilities. The world expects great 
things of us. We should be deeply moved by this consideration. 
It expects of us soundness of doctrine. It expects of us a genuine, 
heartfelt religious experience. It expects us, still further, to be 
among the foremost of the churches in carrying aloft the banner 
of glowing and transforming evangelistic power. It expects us to 
proclaim salvation now, and free for all, and to carry this proclama- 
tion everywhere throughout the land. Such things the world expects 
of us; our traditions bind us to them; God demands them of us; 
His voice from heaven summons us, ‘Arise, shine, for thy light is 
come and the glory of the Lord is risen upon us.’ ” 


EDUCATION. 


The University of Southern California has just closed a year otf 

great prosperity under the efficient management of Dr. George F. 
Bovard. The second year of his administration opens most aus- 
piciously. Never in the history of the institution have so many 
students thronged the College halls. The rapidly increasing num- 
bers of students make painfully apparent the need of added facilities 
and more generous endowment. Indeed the President and Faculty 
are at this time experiencing constant embarrassment for want 
of larger space for classes and more room for laboratory and 
museum purposes. We call upon the Church to respond to this need. 
The Faculty has been enlarged and strengthened by the election 
of several well equipped professors from Bastern centers of learn- 
ing. We are able to announce the completion of a well appointed, 
commodious gymnasium. The athletic field has been properly 
fenced and greatly improved. A physical instructor has been em- 
ployed. The religious life is paramount. Indeed it is the present 
aim to give to the bodies, minds and spirits of those who enter 
strength of mind and symmetry of character. 
: The College of Medicine has a modern equipment. The corps of 
instructors is composed of men who have won fame in their pro- 
fession. The alumni presents a high average of learning and skill. 
There is no longer any occasion for our young men to seek the 
schools of the far east, as adequate facilities are at hand. 

The College of Law has been recently reorganized and promises 
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much for the future. The success in past years is manifest in the 
number of graduates now winning distinction at the bar. 5 

The College of Dentistry has steadily grown in every way since 
its organization. The students have been carefully instructed and 
have gone from the College to enjoy the success that comes at the 
demand of skill. : 

The College of Art has a beautiful home between Los Angeles 
and Pasadena. It is furnished for all the purposes of its being and 
its product is largely artists who can see the beautiful and make it 
visible to other eyes. : 

The College of Music offers great advantages to all who wish to 
study any branch taught in such institutions. 

The report of the treasurer of the Board of Trustees for the year 
just ended shows that the productive endowment at this date is in 
excess of $182,000, and we note that the Hough Building and Simp- 
son Auditorium are placed, in this statement, at their cost, and not 
at their present value, which on both properties would be $40,000 
more. ; 

Tuition fees paid in the College of Liberal Arts, in the year just 
closed, amounted to $10,000, being more than fifty per cent in 
advance of the previous year. To-day the amount paid on this 
year’s tuition is $1900 more than at the corresponding date last 
year. 

The treasurer’s report shows a deficit on the first year’s oper- 
ations of $1500, but does not mention the net income of Simpson 
Auditorium, now in bank, of $1850, which is now available for cur- 
rent expense. Your committee therefore is able to report that for 
the first time in the history of our University the treasurer con- 
cludes the year with a balance in his hands. 

But the expanding work of the College has compelled the en- 
larging of the Faculty, and in some instances the increase of 
salaries that have always been inadequate, and the Trustees earnest- 
ly request the Conference to take the collections for the current 
expense account of the University on the same generous basis as 
last year, that is, an amount equal to twenty-five cents per member 
in the churches. 

Our great State University is not only free from taxation but 
receives large supplies from the State funds and is ever asking for 
more. But our Colleges are taxed and their very existence discour- 
aged thereby; as a large part of the income is swallowed up by the 
taxes. We ask for the removal of this unbearable burden, and 
rightly, as Presidents of great universities Hast and West have 
highly commended the work of such Colleges. The same or equal 
work demands equal treatment by the State. Stanford University 
has been exempted from taxation. We desired to present our 
claim then, but, while that was not arranged, we were assured 
sympathy. We, as well as they, welcome all creeds and nation- 
alities, and are not, properly, speaking, sectarian. Our work is 
for the public good. We have a right to exemption from taxation. 
Let all the friends of the University agitate the question. We re- 
quest the Conference to -appoint a commission of three to co- 
operate with similar commissions from other denominations and 
continue to insist upon exemption until it is secured. 

We heartily commend the excellent work of the Board of Edu- 
cation. Especially the emphasis laid upon educational excellence, 
and genuine spirituality. We note with satisfaction the report ot 
special gifts to this cause and commend it to all benevolent people, 

Since 1873 the “Board” has dispensed $1,249,745 to 12,413 students, 
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of which 7137 were studying for the ministry. The income of the 

Board” last year was $71,240, of which amount this Conference 
contributed $719 and the students from its churches received $560. 
The money is loaned, not given, and thus returns to do good 
continually. However, the notes of missionaries, of decreased bene- 
ficiaries and in some destitute regions in the south are cancelled, 
$29,569 were returned last year. We need one thousand new men 
for the ministry each year. Let parents dedicate their children to 
God for holy service. Remember, childrens day is more than floral 
Sunday. It is sacred to this cause. 

The three great theological schools co-operating to train our candi- 
dates for the ministry—Drew, Garrett and Boston—are all in a very 
prosperous condition. 

The facilities and endowments are being increased and their 
patronage and influence extended. We urge our young men to 
take longer time for preparation for the complex duties of th@¢ 
ministry, and to include in their plans a thorough training in one 
of our theological seminaries.

TEMPERANCE. 


The bulwark of the liquor traffic is the license laws, and if this 
evil is ever to be overthrown these laws must be repealed. Itis a 
common principle that the removal of any law must be brought 
about by those who are not protected by that law. Therefore the 
responsibility for the removal of the existing license laws rests not 
upon the liquor dealer but upon the sober patriotic, Christian citizen. 

We believe that the greater hindrance to the progress of the 
church is the legalized liquor traffic. 

However we rejoice in the growing sentiment favorable to the 
final overthrow of this “sum of all villainies’” and we record our firm 
conviction that “the liquor traffic can never be legalized without 
sin.” Planting ourselves upon the bed-rock of that solid proposition, 
we declare that no citizen and no Christian has a right by example, 
voice, influence, or ballot to contribute to the establishment or to 
the maintenance of the ungodly license policy as applied to the 
liquor traffic.” 

Hence we will not support any person for public office who is in 
sympathy with the liquor traffic, nor will we affiliate with any poli- 
tical organization which is not opposed to the license system. 

We regret that an effort is being made by certain military officers 
for the restoration of the “Army Canteen,” which we believe would 
be disastrous to our soldiers. We therefore trust that such a retro. 
grade movement will not be made, and hope that the banishment of 
the traffic may be extended to the District of Columbia, the islands, 
territories and all other places where the federal government has 
police control. 
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We recommend that all our pastors use their influence with the 
temperance committee in the local churches urging upon them 
the necessity of doing aggressive temperance work in their re- 
spective charges. 

We also recommend that in the future, as in the past, there shall 
be held a temperance anniversary or mass meeting, sometime during 
the Conference session, according to the requirements of the dis- 
cipline. 

We continue our grateful recognition of the Anti-Saloon League, 
whose national president is our presiding Bishop, Luther B. Wilson, 
whose superintendent in Central and Northern California is our 
Conference member, L. M. Hartley, and whose superintendent in 
Southern California is our able and wise general H. 8. Chapman. 

We authorize John L. Pitner and John B. Green to represent this 
Conference in the next annual Anvi-Saloon League Convention in 
Columbus, Ohio, November 16th, 1904.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


We are persuaded that our church has not yet come to an ade- 
quate estimate of the value of our Sunday School work to the 
church and to the world. We are eager to sustain the interest oI 
the Sunday Schools already established in our respective localities, 
but do not take to our hearts as we should the pressing demand for 
Sunday School extension. 

The hope for the evangelization of these alien in tongue, in 
thought, in life, is in their children, and they must be reached 
through the agency of the Sunday School. 

We are face to face with two necessities, one of which we must 
choose, either a halt in aggressive work, or an increase in the 
means to prosecute it; the former, God forbids us to choose; for 
the latter we must give ourselves. We commend the provision that 
a separate collection be taken in our Sunday Schools and con- 
gregations for the Sunday School Union, and suggest that such 
arrangement be made in our statistical tables that these collections 
shall appear separately. 

We are glad to note the: increasing loyalty of our Sunday School 
boards to our own literature, and call the attention of our pastors 
and Presiding Hlders to the enactment of our last General Con- 
ference requiring the presiding officer to ask at each quarterly con- 
ference if the Sunday Schools are supplied with our own publica- 
tions. 

We may well take pride in the superior excellence of our Sunday 
School publications and challenge comparison in matter, quality 
and price with any. 

We recommend the careful observance of the several occasions 
officially set apart as Children’s Day, Rally Day, Decision Day, etc., 
for the purposes designed. Especially should Decision Day: be made 
an, occasion for leading our children and youth to a definite de- 
cision for a Christian life. 

Two elements are still wanting in our Sunday Schools, that there 
may be greater proficiency in the art of teaching, and the highest 
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and ultimate end of Sunday School work be attained. We urge 
the organization of normal classes whenever practicable, and a 
burden of heart for the salvation of the scholars. 

We express our confidence in the ability and fitness of our 
recently elected Secretary of the Sunday School Union, Dr. J. T. 
McFarland, and recognize the efficient: work of our field-worker, Rev. 
G. W. Beatty. 

As pastors, we pledge ourselves to continued prayer and purpose 
until “all thy children shall be taught of the Lord, and great shall 
be the peace of thy children.”

BENEVOLENCES. 


We note with interest the action of the General Conference in 
the work of consolidating the Benevolent Societies of the Church 
under the three General Boards, viz: ‘The Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety, The Home Missionary and Church Extension Society, and 
the Educational and Freedman’s Aid Society. 

While the import of this action was to avoid so many collections 
and to prevent the omnibus plan of taking the collections, we would 
suggest that it should not diminish our interest in all the bene- 
volent enterprises of the Church. 

It is gratifying to note the large increase in our Conference 
missionary offerings for the past year. 

We would suggest that the brethren avail themselves of the 
privilege of placing a free copy of ‘World-Wide Missions” in the 
hands of every one who has paid $1.00 or more to the msisionary 
cause. 

The visit of Robert Forbes, our assistant corresponding secretary 
of the Church Extension Society, has been an inspiration to our 
Conference. 

In view of the large gifts received from this Society, it is of vital 
importance to the Conference, in order to receive larger donations 
in the future, that we increase our collections from 12 cents to 
25 cents per member. 

Your committee cannot speak too nighly of the good work for 
which the Educational and Freedman’s Aid Society is pledged. This 
Society stands as a factor in our Republic for the higher recon- 
struction of the South, especially for the negro and the poor white 
people below Mason’s and Dixon’s line. 

Therefore, we earnestly recommend that the Southern California 
Conference do its utmost to meet the demands laid upon it by these 
great Benevolent Societies of the Church. 


SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 


Recognizing the word of God as authority and its commands as 
law, and its “shall nots” as binding on our moral character, let us 
not nullify our profession by ceasing to “remember the Sabbath 
day to keep it holy.” 

Our general rules require of us: 

Paragraph 30, Page 32. “Do not profane the day of the Lord 
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either by doing ordinary work therein or by buying or selling.” The 
Pastor is to preach and exhort on this subject. 

Paragraph 144, Page 107. “Let us preach expressly on this sub- 
ject in order to guard against sabbath breaking.” 

In view of the fact that there is no State Sabbath law, the re- 
sponsibility of the individual Christian is greater and should be 
fully exercised. 

We repeat the request of last year, that a committee be appointed 
to co-operate with the State Sabbath Union, Rev. F. D. Bovard, D. D., 
President, and the Southern California State Sunday School Associ- 
ation to assist in securing a State law. 

Having received a communication from Rev. Edwin Thompson 
L. L. D., of the Hall of Congress Universal Exposition, St. Louis, Mo., 
we recommend that a committee of two be appointed to represent 
us in that body, which meets October 11th to 14th, 1904. 

Deeds of mercy, spreading the gospel and works of necessity, 
against such there is no law. But the violation of the Sabbath by 
Sunday excursions, labor, the Sunday newspapers, theatres, shows, 
planning Lo go or come from visits and business On street cars or 
trains, in fact all things in these modern times which are contrary 
to a Sabbath rest, which are hindrances to spiritual growth, and 
would tend to keep us away from the house of God and His 
worship, should be avoided. 


BIBLE CAUSE. 


The centennial anniversary of the founding of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society in 1804 has during the year intensified the 
growing interest of the world in the Word of God ,and was widely 
observed throughout the English speaking world, including Califor- 
nia. 

We urge a renewed and more strenuous zeal in the use of the 
Bible in all branches of our church work. 

We very highly esteem and appreciate the Epworth League Bible 
study course, and urge the forming of classes. 

Because of the non-availability of the endowment funds of the 
U.S. C. for the immediate establishment of a chair of the English 
Bible, it has been decided to use the present corps of teachers for 
this work, and courses of thorough Bible instruction will be given 
this year and hereafter. 

We are glad of the continued prosperity of the American Bible 
Society, and its auxiliary, the California State Bible Society. Its 
veteran and efficient State superintendent, Dr. John Thompson, 
D. D., has been in labors more abundant even in this his forty-sixth 
year of continuous service. 

We renew our recommendation that all our pastors urge this 
cause; and that all moneys thus collected shall be paid by the Con- 
ference treasurer over to the California State Bible Society. 


PUBLISHING INTERESTS. 


A pure Christian literature is such an essential factor in the 
building of upright character that we greatly rejoice in the con- 
tinued success of our General Book concern. It has been able to 
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furnish all our territory with wholesome reading and at the same 
time render a good dividend to the Superannuates. 

We are especially gratified that our Own Pacific Coast Book Con- 
cern has met with such splendid success and that it still goes for- 
ward with a decided increase in business. 

It is now evident that the transfer of our book house from the 
Eastern to the Western Book Concern has been of advantage to the 
cause. It affords us great pleasure to speak, here, of our own con- 
ference work-fellow, H. W. Waltz, who as manager of the sales 
department has demonstrated that he is the right man in the 
right place. And we hereby desire to request his retention in that 
position. We speak also with delight of our California Christian 
Advocate. This silent, but none the less potent, minister of evan- 
gelical truth, goes as a white winged angel of good tidings through 
all our churches. Its editorials, always good, are growing better 
and we feel justly proud of our brother, Rev. F. D. Bovard, D. D. 
The paper has now reached a Circulation of 5000. But this has 
only become a reason for a call from the editor for an additional 
increase of 2500 more. And also an immediate request that all the 
pastors assist in securing at least 500 more subscriptions by the 
first of January, next. 

We hereby desire to pledge to these our brethren, both in Book 
Concern and Advocate, our deepest sympathy and our earnest 
prayers for their success in this great work.

ANTI-POLYGAMY. 


We reaffirm the report of the Committee on Anti-Polygamy made 
at the Conference session last four years. Conditions have not 
changed. The need of strenuous action is still paramount. We 
need to besiege members of Congress to stamp out the evil by the 
enactment of a Constitutional Amendment forever prohibiting polyg- 
amy on American territory. This twin relic of barbarism must 
be crushed, as slavery was crushed. Mormonism has no redeem- 
ing feature. It is hostile to American institutions; it would pol- 
lute the American home; it has trampled the American flag in 
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the dust and would hoist above it the banner of the Mormon King- 
dom. Political treachery is its principle of action, if thereby it 
can accomplish its purpose. It still is determined to force polyg- 
amy down the throat of the American people. Its encroachments 
in adjoining States are assuming alarming proportions. Its diabol- 
ical influences have reached Legislatures and halls of Congress, 
and nothing but the most radical measures can check its growing 
power. 


LOS ANGELES CITY MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


It has long been felt that a society should be formed in Los 
Angeles that would bring the Methodist Episcopal Churches into 
closer fellowship and more helpful co-operation, and the special 
privilege of such an organization would be to strengthen the weaker 
churches and to create new Sunday Schools and churches in this 
rapidly growing city. Realizing the need and the opportunity, the 
Los Angeles City Missionary Society was organized March 31, 1904, 
and the following were elected its first Trustees: John L. Pitner, 
Ss. A. Thomson, W. M. Bowen, W. T. Somes, F. M. Reiche, Robert 
Mclntyre, K. W. Wing, F. A. Seymour, Geo. I. Cochran, A. W. Ad- 
kinson and Wilbert P. Ferguson. A charter was obtained from the 
Secretary of State May 5th. Vhe following officers were duly 
elected: A. W. Adkinson, President; J. L. Pitner, First Vice-Presi- 
dent; F. A. Seymour, Second Vice-President; W. P. Ferguson, Sec- 
retary; W. T. Somes, Assistant Secretary; Geo. I. Cochran, Treas- 
urer. The corpvoration itself is composed of the pastor and one 
lay member from each church within the city limits, and the Pre- 
siding Elders of any districts which include any church within 
said city limits. Owing to the General Conference session and 
the near approach to the close of the Conference year, no great 
movement was attempted the past year. A good beginning, how 
ever, has been made, and much interest aroused. The following 
is the financial report:

WOMAN’S HOME MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


In all departments the work shows a vigorous advance. The 
amount raised this year is $11,720, to which may be added $1900, 
contributed to this field by their General Society, aggregating 
$13,620. 

The Society is well organized in our Conference, there being 67 
local auxiliaries and 17 Queen Esther Circles, with five auxiliaries 
in Arizona. The aggregate membership contributing their two 
cents a week and several prayers will come close to $1800. This 
year these zealous women have helped to Keep the pulpits of fifty 
charges in our bounds open by aiding in the support of the pastors. 
Their quarterly check has inspired the soul of many a brother to 
greater effort. 

In addition to this frontier work, which is peculiar to this Con- 
ference, they support a Deaconess Home, with twelve of God’s 
sweet-hearted messengers of His love housed therein, and there 
are calls for more than twice that number. We urge upon our 
ministers to seek out capable young women for this work and 
turn their steps toward our fine training school at San Francisco. 

The Frances De Pauw Spanish Industrial School for Girls is 
another blessed work of this Society. It is located at Prospect 
Park and has 385 pupils under its care. Chinese, Japanese and 
Spanish work also receives financial aid and support from conse- 
crated teachers and Deaconesses. 

We heartily commend this Society’s work and urge our charges 
to speedily establish local Societies where now there are none.

WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 


The territory included in the Pacific Branch of the W. F. M. S. 
comprises all of California, Nevada and Arizona. Our Branch 
has seven missionaries for whom we are providing, an increase 
of three during the year. Of these seven missionaries, one is sent 
to Africa, one to Japan, one to China, and four to India, where 
woman’s work is especially needed. 
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Under the head of special work, cur women could report only 
about $6,000, raised ‘ast year for the Support of orphans, scholars 
and Bible women. This year we rejoice with them in their notable 
increase of $1,400 for this work alone. Add to these splendid 
gains the noble gift of Rev. A. C. Hazzard of Whittier, who nas 
transferred to the Pacific Branch interest-bearing bonds amount- 
ing to $5,000, and we have a record that we may well be proud to 
publish. 

There has been a gain of only one in the total number of local 
Societies, but the membership of our 68 Societies has increased 
from 1834 to 2208. Where last year we supported 30 Bible readers 
in the foreign fields, we now support 68. As over against the cash 
contributions of last year, amounting to $9,527, we can report more 
than $11,000 laid on the Lord’s altars for this cause. The funds 
furnished by our Conference have wholly sustained one mission- 
ary during the past year, and over 600 orphans and scholars. We 
may note in passing that two-thirds of all the funds raised by 
the Pacific Branch are contributed by our Conference. Such work 
as this needs no commendation; it speaks for itself. 


EPWORTH LEAGUE. 


As the Epworth League is one of the strong arms of the Church, 
and a mighty agency in the work of salvation among the young, 
calculated also to fit them for the places of greatest responsibility 
in the Church of Christ; therefore, your committee begs to sub- 
mit the following suggestions to be adopted by the local chapters 
in the several charges. 

First—As to the matter of aggressive evangelism, instituted by 
our last General Conference, we exhort that it be kept constantly 
before the attention of the Leagues and that each individual mem- 
ber become a soul winner for Christ. 

Secondly—That we are in hearty sympathy with the action of 
our late General Conference in the election of a General Secretary, 
and pledge our loyalty to Dr. Randall in the work outlined by him. 

Thirdly—We urge an increased circulation of our Epworth Her- 
ald, the most excellent young people’s journal in the world, and 
we congratulate the League at large upon the good work being 
done by Dr. Herben, its efficient editor. 

Fourthly—Our University is a training school for every efficient 
and important work in the Church. We enjoin upon our Leaguers 
to interest themselves in this institution by attending it in prefer- 
ece to any other school.

Whereas, We note with keen regret the steady increase in the 
proportion of divorces sought and granted for other than the only

Whereas, The laws of many States sanction the remarriage of 
both parties: to divorces granted for said trivial causes; : 

Resolved, That we concur with the California Conference in its 
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recent action favoring the enactment of a national divorce law; 
and further 

Resolved, That we request the appointment of three members 
of this Conference to co-operate with those already appointed by 
the California Conference to secure the appointment and act as 
members of an Interdenominational Commission, in an effort to 
obtain a constitutional amendment giving Congress power to legis- 
late in all matters relating to marriage and divorce.

Third—Your Committee further recommends that up to and in- 
cluding the session of Conference of 1905 any member of Confer- 
ence shall be allowed to make all the deferred annual payments 
from the date of his becoming a member of the Conference or from 
the year 1893, when the first payments were made; that after 1905 
only two deferred payments shall be received.

Report of Treasurer of Conference Board of Trustees 


Your Treasurer has the custody of the proceeds of the Hough 
Endowment Fund, the Conference Endowment Fund andthe Annuity 
Endowment Fund. The first two are disbursed to the Conference 
Claimants on the recommendation of the Board of Stewards. The last is 
paid to those Claimants only who have paid one-half of one per cent of 
their annual salary into the Fund and in proportion to the number of 
payments they have made. The Hough Endowment Fund consists of 
certain real estate which is valued at about $45,000.00 and which had an 
average net monthly rental value this year of $165.00. Also interest 
bearing stocks and bonds as shown below. 

The Conference and Annuity Funds have nothing in them but 
bonds, mortgages, and notes and cash. The only liabilities against any 
of these funds are annuity charges of $360.00 against the Conference 
Endowment, and the expense of the Treasurers’ office and bond. The 
sources of income of course are the rentals from the real estate and the 
interest on the various securities. The following are the net results of 
the transactions of the year:

Ing and Hygiene modern gymnasium provides systematic exercises accord- 

ing to the Ling, or Swedish, method under careful 
trainers and supervision of a physician specially prepared in mechanical thera- 
peutics. Halls are proyided for basket ball and courts for tennis and similar 
sports. Care is taken to prevent excess in these exercises. 


These are the usual requirements of Eastern Colleges and

LAY ASSOCIATION 


Pasadena, Cal., September 28, 1904. 

The Fifth Annual Meeting of the Methodist Lay Association of 
Southern California was held in the Presbyterian Church of this 
city at 10 a. m. and 2 p. m.

Several nominations for the office of tem- 
porary secretary were made, but the question of the constitutional 
method of election being raised, the constitution was ordered read 
and was read by I. H. Preston, and the matter of election was held 
in abeyance pending the reading thereof. | 

After the reading of the constitution, a motion was made, sec- 
onded and carried to suspend the constitution and appoint a Com- 
mittee on Credentials, and the following persons were appointed 
as such committee: T. M. Adams, I. H. Preston and H. C. Sigler. 

Upon motion duly made and seconded, I. H. Preston was elected 
temporary Secretary. 

Upon motion duly seconded and carried, a Committee on Perma- 
nent Organization was appointed as follows: J. BE. McComas, of 
Pomona; Mr. Castler, Los Angeles District; Dr. C. L. Clock of the 
San Diego District; Mr. Wells of the Fresno District. 

Upon motion duly seconded and carried, the program arranged 
by Mr. Cronemiller for this session was adopted. 

Upon motion duly seconded and carried, the following Committee 
on Resolutions was appointed: Mrs. aehe Me Pattee. Dr 0. vi: 
Pratt, Mr. E. J. Clark. 

Upon motion the meeting then adjourned to meet again at 2 p. ™. 

Pursuant thereto the Association convened again at 2 p. m., the 
first half hour being given to devotional exercises led by W. H. 
Slack of Ocean Park. After the devotional exercises reports of 
committees were called for and the report of the Committee on 
Credentials was read by the chairman of that committee, T. M. 
Adams, members present answering to their names as called. For 
a full list of the members present see report appended hereto. 

At this point a solo by Miss True Batterson was excellently ren- 
dered and was greatly enjoyed by all. 

The Committee on Permanent Organization then reported as 
follows: That the temporary President, W. F. Cronemiller, be 
made permanent President, and that the temporary Secretary, I. H. 
Preston, be made permanent Secretary, and that Mrs. Milo Baker 
be made Corresponding Secretary, that E. P. Clark of Riverside be 
made First Vice-President, L. Holdridge be made Second Vice-Presi- 
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dent, F. Schwan of Pomona be made Third Vice-President, and that 
F. D. Stevens of Pasadena be made Treasurer. The report was 
adopted and the officers named therein were declared duly elected. 

Rev. EH. A. Healy was presented to the Association at this point, 
bringing greetings from the Conference, and spoke upon the sub- 
ject, “The Care of Our Superannuates,” anticipating several of the 
points in the paper afterward read by I. H. Preston. Dr. Healy, 
on behalf of the Conference, invited the Lay Association to ap-

ground except that given in the Word of God. 

Resolved, That as lay members we heartily endorse the plan for 
the Superannuate Fund, adopted by the Ministerial Conference, and 
pledge ourselves to further this worthy cause in every practical 
way. 

Resolved, That we note with deep regret the apparent drifting 
toward the tsuropean Sabbath, as shown by Sunday excursions, 
theaters, concert halls, ball games, open stores and shops of all 
kinds, and many other forms of Sabbath desecration; that we 
earnestly discountenance all these things, and urge upon our people 
the importance of so impressing upon the minds of their children 
the Scripture idea of the sacredness of the Sabbath, that such dese- 
erations may soon be among the things of the past. 

Resolved, That we express our great pleasure in the work ot 
the Sunday Schools, but wish to impress on the adult membership 
the importance of attendance and co-operation and urge them to 
not only send their children, but go themselves.
